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The Temple of Vesta. This circular building- of con¬ 
crete and tufa marks the site of the ancient Temple of 
Vesta on the Via Sacra. Here the sacred fire burned 
night and day, watched by one of the Vestal Virgins, who 
forfeited her life if she permitted it to be extinguished. 
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
